"The passage of. this 
by-law providing for the bor- 
rowing of $40,000 does not neces- 
sarily mean that $40,000 will be 
borrowed. It only provides the 
authority for .such borrowing. If 
more than $40,000 is needed, the 
council can pass a supplemental 
by-law allowing the town to 
borrow an additional $20,000 to 
$30,000 on the basis of last year's 
estimates."

found in a grant of land that 
bears the dale 1808. The provis- 
ion says in effect that all white 

pine trees on the property at \Jie 
time of the grant or at any future 
time were to be and remain the 
property of the king, King 
George III. 

The grant of land was one of 
about 200 acres, made to John 
Weddlo, and the sheepskin parch- 
ment upon which the grant was 
registereu is now in the posses- 
sion of Levi Wcd'je), his great- 
grandr-on, who utill owns 100 of 
the original 200 acres Just worth 
of Shaion. 

Other provisions of the grant 
were that a house should be 
creeled on the land, that if 4 lhe 
land were found to be within the 
boundaries- ul any guvernnM^ital 
reserve the grant should be void, 
that any mines or mineral de- 
posits found on the land wore to 
remain the property of the gov- 
ernment and that uny changes of 
ownership for any reason must 
be recorded. 

The seal attached to the sheep- 
skin parchment is made of bee's 
wax covered with sheepskin, is 
four and a half Inches in diame- 
ter and one-half inch thick and 
weighs several ounces. It is 
attached to the parchment by a 
sheepskin thong. The seal is 
"the great seal of our province 
of Upper Canada". 

Of the original grant of 200 
acres of land, the bacH 100 acres 
were sold many years ago. Fol- 
lowing the death of John Wc-uT- 
del's son, Robert, in 1873, the re- 
maining 100 acres were divided 
between two of Robert's sons, 
Robert, Jr., and David Weddel 
(it is apparently not known just 
when the change took place in 
the spelling of the surname.) 
Levi Weddel, one of David V/ed- 
del's sons, later bought the 50 
acres from Calvin Weddel, one of 
Robert, Jr.'s, sons and now re- 
loins possession of the entire 100 
acres left from the original grant.

Another find of old documents 
relating to the early history of 
Newmarket has been reported by 
Wesley Squires, furniture and 
antique dealer in Newmarket. 
Mr. Squires discovered a con- 
cealed drawer in a desk ho pur- 
chased at the Roadhouse sale, 
some months ago, and on opening 
it he found several court docu- 
ments dated in the neighborhood 
of 1870 bearing the name of 
Wilson Gorham, Justice of Peace, 
as well as inventories, agree- 
ments, contracts and some cor- 
respondence. 

Perhaps the most interesting 
document is a letter postmarked 
"Toronto. U.C., April 10, 1843" 
and addressed to Mr. John Wes- 
ley, New Market, Canada.

contract. John Wesley was the

The letWr was evidently used

Newmarket. At that lime, members of council l 'CURBING THE 
were engaged' in many technicalities concerned 
with industrial location hcrV» Decisions had to be 
made on the spot and while Newmarket retains 
the firm of I*roeloi», Hedfcrn and Laughlbl ay 
consulting engineers, their advice was not im- 
mediately available when needed by council. 

Mayor Vale's proposal was' shelved, although 
there was general agreement among council 
members that "something had to he done" to re- 
lieve the council from the exacting detail work 
the members have bad to handle in increasing 
volume. Chief argument against the proposal 
was that a town the size of Newmarket could not 
afford a full-time graduate engineer. 

Not long ago, the Newmarket town council 
pawed for payment an account of $958.00 for 
engineering fees in connection with the placing of 
sewers on Prospect and Second Sts., Andrew .St., 
and Queen Si., from Proctor, Hedfern end Laugh- 
lln. The- sum represented five percent of the 
total cost of the installation. According to one 
council member; the work on the sewers, install- 
ed by Ituscica Brothers, by the engineering firm 
was of a routine nature. That amount, however, 
would have gone a long way in the payment of a 
full-time engineer's salary. ■ 

There was considerable work done in Aurora 
of the same nature last year. Sev/eis wore in- 
stalled and streets widened and extended. The 
engineering fees from Jhis work were extensive. 
Aurora's and Newmarket's engineering fees for 
1846 together would reach a sizeable amount, 
sufficient to make the joint employment of an 
engineer feasible although it might be financially 
impossible for Newmarket, or Aurora, to under- 
take such a project on its own. 

Not every year will see as much money spent 
on physical improvements, but it is obvious that- 
the next few years are' going to bring to both 
Newmarket and Aurora problems of expansion, 
of industrial location, of efficient operation, all of 
which will require the services of on expert. No 
one on either Newmarket or Aurora town coun- 
cils is fully qualified as an engineering expert. 
Both towns retain engineering consultants, but 
for the money spent, they would be better off 
with a fully qualified engineer in their joint em- 
. p laymen t. Then they would have dyily value, 
instead of intermittent value, and they would 
have the benefit of long-range planning by some- 
one fully aware of their needs.

Premier Drew and AUoiney-Gcnen'l Jilack- 
well ask the people to believe that the opening of 
cocktail bars will do away with hotel bedroom 
drinking. Lot us hope they are right. What tem- 
perance people fear is that there will be drinking 
both In the cocktail lounges end the bedroom:;, 
unless some way b found to make, the 3altcr il- 
legal. But, according to the philosophy under- 
lying the new laws, once a custom is anode il- 
legal there will then be multitudes of people 
breaking the law for the fun of It, -and we shall 
have more bedroom *li inVing than ever. 

Again and again when excuse is sought for the 
widening of liquor and beer sales the jpub'lic is 
reminded of the terrible days of prohibition. No 
one will deny tht-t there was lanch lav/breaking 
\hen, that there was much bootlegging, that there 
were many who drank liquor out of sheer . 
bravado. An examination of the total drink 
liquor bills of the iwohibHLoa -era -as compared, 
with those of today, will undoubtedly show a, 
much larger average consumption 1oo*ay flhiui] 
then.

HOLDING PUBLIC OFFICE 
COSTS MONEY 

There can be no objection to the payment of 
$100 in the chairman of the roads and bridges 
committee, Councillor Frank Bowser, by the town 
of Newmarket. It is not a precedent, $50 being 
paid to Mr. Sidney 1-egge, chairman of the same 
committee for one year before the war, for the 
same purpose, as a recompense for the gas and 
oil used by the chairmen, in the course of their 
duties on behalf of the municipality. 

The payment does, however, give formal recog- 
nition to. the fact that a candidate for municipal 
office is likely to be out of pocket at the end of 
Ins term. In Newmarket, council members arc 
paid a salary of $5 a meeting for a total of 25 
meetings, but this sum, inadequate as it is, applies 
only to the time Spent at regular meetings. There 
is no recognition of special meetings of council, 
far in excess of the 25; the committee meetings; 
time tpent av/ay from the member's own busi- 
ness; telephone calls and so on. 

The fact is that when a citizen serves his muni- 
cipality on the council, the school boards, or the 
board of health, it is costing him money, time and 
energy far beyond any material gain. There ore 
those who enjoy the prestige attached to the pos- 
ition and feel that personal costs are worth it, but 
they are rare. The men and women who occupy

Has crime decreased since beverage rooms 

came into htiing? Are our highways safer to drive 
on? Has bootlegging stopped? llfcs Ontario's 
drink bill been cut? The answer to all these 
questions is no. There is more crime, our "high- 
ways are more dangerous, and illegal rale still, 
goes on. Countless inure thousands of men and 
women have learned to drink and to get drunk 
than there were in prohibition days with all the 
alleged evils. Once the temperance people of 
Ontario were decidedly in the majority. Today 
the margin is slight. Only in the rural areas is 
anti-liquor feeling overwhelmingly strong. 

Jf Premier Drew had had the courage to wipe 
out the women's neverage rooms he would have- 
pleased multitudes of others besides temperance 
people. Many a drinking man loathes their very 
existence as he sees them debauching the woman- 
hood of the province. Many hotel-keepers would 
like to get rid of them. Some have closed these 
rooms voluntarily. Kven some brewers would he 
glad to see them Abolished. They are a constant 
menace to the drink, trade. 

One feature of the new regulations will com- 
mend itself. The liquor seller who gives drink 
to a man already intoxicated, or who serves him 
enough to make him intoxicated, is liable for 
damages in any civil suit which may follow as a 
result of that intoxication. If the man commits 
suicide, kills or injures someone in a motor ac- 
cident, or does property damage the license hold- 
er is equally responsible with the offender. This 
sounds well. Let us hope the government really 
makes It enforceable, and not just a gesture.

Mayor Linton honed that many 
would be built.

"Personally, I am op- 
posed to private citizens being 
responsible for what,after all, is 
public property. I refer to our 
sidewalks and snow removal," he 
said. He told of a small Saskat- 
chewan town where the munici- 
pality cleared the walks early 
every morning without much 
cost. "The- matter deserves the 
support of council now, not after 
the snow is gone. I am in favor 
of securing a small caterpillar 
1 tractor to do thc job." 

He scored present methods of 
enforcing by-laws and urged 
more action on the pait of the 
police as well as backing in coun- 
cil. The present building by- 
law, In his opinion, would have 
to be re-varnped. "We don't 
want some of the recent mistakes 
made again," he stated. 

Councillor Stewart Patrick 
said the 1946 council had done a 
"marvellous job". He looked 
for an even better year in 1947. 
Councillor Thorn as Swindle 
said in 1944 he had advocated the 
removal of snow from the side- 
walks by the town but the equip- 
ment could not be purchased 
He agreed with Councillor Rose 
in the matter and thought it was

Not enforcing by-lav/u bred a 
disrespect for law and order, he 
said, as those who wished to do 
the right thing followed the of- 
fenders in the end since the latter 
were never punished. "When Al 
Langman died I hoped v/e would 
have secured a competent town 
manager for all our depart- 
ments" he said.. Councillors 
haven't the time to spend on the 
affairs of town that should be 
spent and we shouldn't have to 
waste time on matters that could 
well be settled by town employ- 
ees. That is one of the reasons 
so few want to enter municipal 
life because of thc wasted time.*' 
He urged each councillor to ex- 
press his opfnions freely and not 
seek to please any one in partic- 
Jar. "It ,1s all right to make 
friends and have harmony but it 
is too great a price to pay if v/e 
lose our efficiency," he sard. 

Councillor Victor Jones said 
he didn't intend to • make a 
speech. He felt thc public want- 
ed action, not Words. 

Councillor J. K. Sfsman said he 
would endeavor to support the 
best interests of all citizens and 
co-operate with the council mem- 
bers. 

Councillor Charles Davies said 
he hoped to bring some construc- 
tive thoughts to council and 
pledged himself to do his best. 

Rev. A. R. Park of Aurora 
Bapisl church said municipal of- 
fice was a challenge to bring out 
the best in every member;

Brown Hill itself Is built on a 
dry spot In 'v/hut used to be 
swamp.

Some of the sv/nntp re- 
mains and it'.'i also easy to get 
a fat bunny for the pot. .Sorne- 
tirnefl the game v/ardens come to 
Drown Hill With eomplainti; that 
somebody's been shooting the 
deer that still wander through the 
swamp. There's still a beaver 
dam not for from the village ami 
winter Incomes are eked out with 
musk rot pelts — when the musk- 
rats arc in season, of course. 

Focal point of social life in the 
village is the Free Methodist 
chureh, linked v/ith another ' of 
the came denomination at Holt, 
eight miles away. There used to 
be box socials, hay rides, spelling 
bees. The v/nr slowed down the 
village's enjoyment of these sim- 
ple pleasures because many of 
the youngsters were away Jh uni- 
form. Those who stayed to work 
the land started going to Sutton 
and Mount Albert for their enter- 
tainment 

■ In the winter, Drown Hill some 
times gets locked in by heavy 
drifts. Planes . come up from 
Toronto at the instance of sen- 
sation-seeking editors and drop 
bread. The Brown Hill fathers 
faro forth \n the snow, pick tip the*, 
bread and take it home, saying, 
"Mother, you can make that 
batch of dough Into doughnuts. 
We've go! some store bread". 
Next doy tho^nowplow has brok- 
en through and the bread truck 
leaves the usual supply. 

The village must be healthy 
because its senior citizen is 102 
years old and still trots busily up 
and down stairs. Mrs. Elizabeth 
Alexander was born near Picker- 
ing, the daughter of John Udell, 
a farmer, when the land was 
being cleared. She laments she 
didn't get the schooling she want- 
ed because her father and uncles 
were too busy logging their 
farms to take her to school; She 
never saw a train until she was 
married to Andrew Miller, her 
first husband. But she appreci- 
ates such modern luxuries as 
Brown Hill affoids— an eleclri.c 
iron with which she turns an 
adept fold, and a radio which 
fills in the evenings.

(Continued from Pago 1) 
really quite funny because every 
once in a while you would hear 
a thump elsewhere and they say 
that some were rocked 'out of 
bed and -dishes and many thing-3 
went rolling. 

."Entering LaHavre harbor v/as 
pathetic, for we could really see 
the Ijavoc that the war had done. 
It made one feel guilty of all the 
grumbling and complaining over 
our circumstances, 

"When y/e reached Paris v/c? 
found that there v/as no milk and 
that food v/as rationed so strictly 
that they really haven't enough 
to share. Although we were giv- 
en rations, one felt guilty and 1 
v/as glad to be able to share some 
of the goodies my friends gave 
me for the boat trip. I v/as glad 
to get out of Paris with its black 
market. It is no place for the 
tOUf|st right now. 

"Switzerland is in a little bel- 
ter condition, although all food is 
rationed. There is ample plain 
food but everything is very ex- 
pensive. There is very little coal 
and most of the homes have no 
heat, except when one rna*r. room 
is heated occasionally. 

"So you see I am a stranger in 
a strange country, with different 
manners, customs, iood and lan- 
guage. But the Sv/Jfifi people arc 
very polite and helpful, are very 
clean and healthy-looking with a 
high color that gives my nation* 
nitty away. 

"As yet I haven't seen any gala 
smoking ; or any makeup used. 
Very few men smoke either. 
The church does nothing to hold 
its members or its young people 
and yet they aro always in their 
places. Apart from the choir 
practices there are no young 
people's meetings. 

"The children here ace much 
better mannered than those of 
our country. I think they have 
the needful basic training that 
the children at home lack be- 
cause of parents working/'
